his Holynefs has inform’d the Confiftory of it, has 
{aid Maf{s for the Repofe of the Soul of the deceas'd, 
and recommended the like pious Office to the Cardi- 
nals and to feveral Fraternities. The Count de Lam- 
berg, who upon the Advices he receiv’d of the late 
Emperor's being dangeroufly fick, went from hence 
for Loretto to pray for his Recovery ; return’d hither 
the 21ft Inftans, having before he reach’d Loretto 
receiv'd the News of his Death. Since his Return, 
he fent his Secretary to the Palace, to fignify that his 
Powers being expir'd, he could not till he had re- 
ceiv’d new Powers and Inftructions act as Ambaffa- 
dor. Thofe Powers and Inftructions are not yet 
come ; and befides we are furpriz’d to hear that when 
the Nuncio prefented himfelf to give the laft Bene- 
di@tion to the lace’ Emperor in the Pope’s Name, he 
was refus'd Admittance ; nor was he even fuffer'd 
to compliment the King of the Romans, the day the 
Emperor died, tho’ all the other Minifters had Audi- 
ence of himthat day. The 20th of this Month the 
QueenDowager of Poland return’d hither fromVenice, 
without having obtain’d a favourable Anfwer from 
the Court of Vienna, to the Inftances the made for 
the Liberty of the Princes her Sons.

Rome, June 10, The 28th of laft Month, a Cou- 
rier arriv'd from Vienna, fent by the King of the 
Romans to the Count de Lamberg, with a Letter, in 
which he notifies to the Pope the Death of the Em- 

eror Leopold. The Count de Lamberg fent this 

ttef to the Palace by his Secretary ;..and has com- 
municated the Subje& of it to the Cardinals, by one 
of his Gentlemen, It was expected, that conform- 
ably to what has ufually been practis’d, this Lecter 
would have been brought and prefented by one of 
the Gentlemen of the Imperial Bed-Chamber; which 
would have engag’d the Pope to have return’d an 
Anfwer by one of his Chamberlains of Honour. 
But the Way now taken being new, it is not known 
yet what will be determin’d upon this Subject, nor 
on feveral others relating to the Ceremonial. Some 
Conferences have been held about it with the Mafters 
of the Ceremonies, to know what has been done 
heretofore on like Occafions. The 28th likewife, 
the Bithop of Pofnania arriv’d here, accompanied b 
the Secretary of the Nuncio in’ Poland, into whofe 
Hands King Augnftus had remitted him, after ha- 
ving kept him along time clofe confin’d, without 
fuffering him to hear Mafs. He was immediately 
conducted to the Caftle of St. Angelo, of which he 
made great Complaints. The Pope fent to compli- 
ment him, and has order’d that he be treated with 
all honourable Ufage poffible. The Queen Dow- 
ager of Poland has alfo fent the Marquis Montorio 
topay him a Vific.
